No, 84|E(GR)lllll0.—The lules for a competitive exa' 
mination to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1985 for selection of candidates for appointment as 
‘Special Class Apprentices’ in the Indian Railway Service 
of Mechanical Enfiineers, are published for general informa¬ 
tion. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation wUl be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix I to these rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be cither 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling m India, or 

.(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East African coun¬ 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) or 
from Zambia, Malawi, Zaire, Ethiopia and Vietnam 
with the intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b),

The Medical Board should be given the discretion 
to improvise such rough tests e.g. recording of 
visual acuity with reduced illumination or by mak- 
mg the candidate recognise various objects in a 
darkened room after he has been there for 20 to 
30 minutes.

7. Blood Ficssure 


The Boaid will use its discretion regarding Blood Pres¬ 
sure. 


A lougb method of calculating normal maximum lystollo 
pressure is as follows :— 


(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the 
aveiago is about 100 plus the age. 


(ii) With subjects ovei 25 years of age the general 
rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satis¬ 
factory. 


N.B .—As a gcneial iiile any systolic pressure over 
140 mm and diastolic over 90 mm should be 
legalded as suspicious and the candidate iho^d be 
hospitalised by the Board before giving their final 
opinion regaixling the candidate's fitness or other¬ 
wise. The hospilalization report should indicate 
whether the rise in blood pressue is of a transient 
nature due to excitement etc. or whether it Is due 
to any organic disease. In all such cases X-Ray 
and electrocardiographic examination of heart and 
blood urea clearaucc teat should atao be done as 
a routine. The final decision as to fitness or other¬ 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the 
Medical Board only. 


Method of taking Blood Pressure ; 


I'hc mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
ns a rule. The measurement should not be taken wMiin 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient and pailicularly his arm is relaxed he may be either 
lying oi silting. The arm is supported comfort^ly at the 
patients side in a more or less horizontal position. The and 
should be freed fiom clothes to the shoulder. TTie cull cora- 
plctclv deflated, should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation.

deflation of the cuff (Sometimes, as the cqff la deflated 
sounds are heard at a certam level they may disappear as 
pressuic falls and rcajaiieur at a still lower level This Silent 
Gap may cause error in readmg)

10. The followmg additional points should be obseived — 


(a) that the candidate’s hearing m each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case 
the hearing is defective, the candidate should be 
got examined by an Ear Specialist, provided that, if 
the deftet iS of a temporary nature, remediable by 
opeiation bui nitltoui the use of Hearing Aid, and 
proMdeU further that the candidate has no progres- 
si\e disease m the ear, he can be declared fit.

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certi¬ 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient per¬ 
formance of the duties which will be required of the 
candidate. 


Note. —Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above Service. If., however. 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the deci¬ 
sion of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow 
an appeal to a second Board. Such evidence should be sub- 
mitt^ within one month of the date of the ccthimunication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is comuni- 
cated to the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to 
a second Medical Board will be considered. 


If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as 
a piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judg¬ 
ment in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will 
not be taken into consideration unless if contains a note by 
the medical practitioner concerned to the effect that tit has 
been given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate 
has already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board. 


Medical Board and their report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner; 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any 
of the candidate concerned. 

2. No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfv ' Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case mav be. that he has no 
disease, constifutlonal affection, or bodilv infirmity unfiffine 
him, or likely to unfit him for tha* service. 


3. It should be understood that the question of fitness in¬ 
volves the future, as well as the present and that one of the 
main objects of medical examination is to secure continuous 


effective seivice, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appoiiitment to prevent early pension or payments in ca,se 
of pre!natu,'’e death. It is at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service, and that rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defect which in only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere wiffi continuous 
effective service. 

4 A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the 
Medical Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 
examined. 

5. ITie report of the Medical Board should be treated as 
confidential 

6. Ift cases where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint¬ 
ment in the Government service, the grounds for rejection 
may be communicated by the appointing authority to the 
candidate in broad terms without giving minute details re¬ 
garding the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

7. In cases where a Medical Board considers that minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government service 
can be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) a statement 
to that effect should be recorded by the Medical Board. 
There is no objection to a candidate being informed of the 
Boards opinion to this effect by the appointing authority and 
when a cure has been effected it will be open to the autho¬ 
rity concerned to ask for another Medical Board.

Note :—An apprentice wilt be considered to have obmined 
the qualifying standard if he obtains a minlinnm of 30 per¬ 
cent marks in the aggregate in all the examinations held dur¬ 
ing the six Semester Examinations of his training including 
the marks of the reports of the Principal. Indian Railways 
Institute of Mechanical and Electrical Engineers, Jamalpur 
and of the Deputy Chief Mechanical Engineer, provided that

Particulars Regarding the Indian Railway Service of 
Mechanical Engineers 

1. The period of probation will bo three years. The 
appointment and pay aa probationers will commence from 
(a) the date of completion of 4 years of the apprenticeship 
or (b) the actual date of completion of training whichever is 
later ; 

Provided however that those Special Qass AppreiRlcea who 
could not pass Parts I & II of 'AMlME (London) |Parts A 
& B of AMIE (India) Examination within 4 years of their 
ai^prenticeshlp '^ill be deemed to have been appointed as 
probationers only from the date when they pass in full either 
of these examinations. 

Note. —(i) The retention in service of probationers and 
the grant of annual lucrements are subject to satisfactory 
reports on their work being received at the end of eadi year 
of probation. 

(ii) The services of a probationers may be terminated on 
three months notice on either side. 

2. During the 1st and 2nd years of probation they win bo 
sent to one or more of the Indian Railways for undergoing 
training in accordance with the Syllabus prescribed for the 
purpose as modified from time to time. The probationers 
niay also be required to attend after working hours, a tech¬ 
nical ccdlege or special lectures on Engineering subjects. They 
will be given an oral test at the end of each phase of training 
during these two years of training and at the end of the 2nd 
year, they will be given a written test to be conducted Jointly 
by the Chief Mechanical Engineer and the Chief Operating 
Superintendent of the Railway to which they are posted, on 
the training received by the probationers during this period 
The qualifying marks at thii test will be 50 per cent. 

3. During the probationary period they will have to attend 
a prescribed course of trelniug in the Railway Staff College, 
Baroda and to qualify in the test held in the College. The 
test in the College is compulsory and a second chance, in the 
event of failure, will not be given except in execptlonal 
circtunstaaces and provided the record of the officers is such 
Bj to Justify such relaxation being made. Failure to pass the 
test may involve the termination of service, and in any case 


the officers wiU not be confirmed till they pass ilie test their 
period of tiaiiiing and|or probation being extended as neces¬ 
sary. Before the end of the second year of probation, they 
win be required to undergo a departmental examination w4ticb 
will included Accounting and Estimating, General and Subsi¬ 
diary Rules, Factory Act, Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
ability to handle labour and general application to work or 
woiks on which each officer is engaged while on probation, 
'fltey will be required to pass the departmental examlnatlofi 
within the second year of the probationary period. Failure to 
pass the examination may result in termination of service and 
will, in any case, involve stopogc of increments. In case 
where the probationary period has to bo extended for failing 
to pass any or all the departmental examination within the 
stipulated period on their passing the departmental examina¬ 
tion and being confirmed aftei the expiry of extended, period 
of probation the drawal of the first and subsequent increments 
will be regulated by the Rules and Orders in force from time 
to time. It must be noted that a second chance to pass any 
examination will as a rule not be given except under excep¬ 
tional circumstances and only provided the other record of 
the candidate during the period of his training is such as to 
Justify such relaxation being made. 

Note. —The period of traliting and the period of probation 
against a working post may be modified at the dJscretioa 
of Government. If the period of training is extended In any 
case due to the training not having been completed satis¬ 
factorily, the total period of probation will be cocicspoading- 
ly extended. 


4. Probationer! should have already passed or should pass 
during the period of probation, aa examination in Hindi in 
the Devanagari script of an approved standard.

Noi'e 1 .—Probationary officers will start on the tninlmiim 
of the Junior scale aad will count their service for inoremeat 
from the dale of joining. They will, howoveTj be required 
to pass any departmeatal exammation or examinatiom that 
may be prescribed before thdr pay can be raised from 
Ra. 740.00 p.m, to Rs. 780.00 p.m. in the time scale. 


Note 2. —fneroment front Rs. 740.00 to Rs. 780.00 will 
bo stopped if they fadj to pass dopartmeutaj cmminatlcms 
within the first two years of the training and probationary 
period.
